CHURCH OF THE MESSIAH. 


Under What Circum«<tances Charch Prop 
erty is Exempt from Taxation. - 
Judge Thayer this morning banded down @ 
written opinion in the case of the Scate at the re 
lation of N. C. Hudson, City Collector, vs. the 
trustees of the Church of the Messiah. The 
foundation stone of the church edifice was laid 
with appropriate ceremonies on February 1, 1880, 
and the building was completed on December 26, 


1830, and services were beld there- 
in at regular intervals atlerwards. 
The uuestion in controversy was whether tue 
property is liable to State, municipal and school

BURYING THE DEAD. 


Funerals of the Victims of the 
‘ Columbus Disaster, 


Twenty=Nine Persons in All Saved From the 
Wreck—A Testimonial Subscription in Bos- 
ton—Herolsm to be Rewarded. 


NEw BxepForpD, Mass., January 21.—Every 
train that comes into the town brings several 
friends and retatives of the victims of the Devil’s 
Bridge disaster. It is now ascertained that the 
vessel had on board ninety-one passengers, fifty- 
nive first-class and thirty-two steerage, making, 
with a crew of forty-five, 136 souls in all. 
Of these only twenty-nine are known to 
have been saved. Their names are: Horace 
Waterhouse, Bath. Me.; James Brown, Law- 
rence, Mass.; F. W. Fairbanks, Gorham, Me.; 
Capt. 8. Vance, North Truro, N.8.; George W. 
Farnsworth, Townsend, Mass.; Herbert Farns- 
worth, Townsend, Mass.; H. Waideman, Law- 
rence, Mass.; John L. Cook, Portland, Me.; 
Capt. F. R. Hammond, Gouldasboro, Me.; Eugene 
McCarthy, steerage, Somerville, Mass.; J. H. 
Tebbetts, Somerville, Mass.: G. T. Whitcomy, 
steerage, Hudson, N. Y. Officers of the crew: 
Captain, 8. E. Wright: first-assistant engineer, H. 
A. Phillips; second-assistant engineer, Henry 
Collins; purser, W. H. Spaulding; quartermaster, 
Roderick MacDonald; steward, A. A. Pitman; 
porter, E. T. Briggs; seamen, John Madden, Jobo 
White, Edward Leary, Robert Gallant; firemen, 
Thomas O'Leary, John Hines, Thomas Butler;

Michael Kennedy. 

There is scarcely a probability that any new 
names will be added to this list, as it is firmly be- 
sleved that all the others are lost. Not a 
woman or child aboard the ill-fated 
steamer was saved. Most of them 
were washed overboard as soon as they reached 
the upper deck, and the balance of them died 
from cold and exhaustion or were swamped in the 
life-boats. A party of newspaper correspondents 
visited the scene of the ‘wreck yesterday in the 
tug Nellie, but owing to aheavy snow-storio and 
a high northeast wind were com- 
pelied to return to the shore with- 
out gleaning auy additional information. 
The party went to the light-nouse, where ten of 
tie survivors were found, all more or less 
bruised, and suffering trom their long exposure. 
A number of bodies were picked up by the na- 
tive half-breeds at various ; oints along the coast, 
In a rickety, storm-beaten buiiding called the 
Meeting House, there were five bodies. Mr.A. L. 
Belyea of Lynn recognized one of them 
as his niece, Miss Alice Atkinson. Farther along 
the beach, ina miserable hittle hut, he found the 
body of his sister, Mrs, A. B. Belyea. Mr. Cur- 
rier ot Fitchburg. Mass., who came to look tor 
George Kellogg, found his body at the meeting 
house. As ope of the natives litted a tar- 
paulin from some bodies that were lying on 
the beach the Kev. Mr. Dunning of Lawrence fell 
on his #Fnees aud, grasping the trozen hand of oue 
of the corpses, exclaimed, “O, merciful trod! It's 
Henry Batchelver, my poor sister’s husbaud!”, A 
dozen or more corpses were found aloug the 
beach, but none of them were identified. 
The expressions on sume of their faces 
were ayonizing and pitiful to behold. 
Many of them had on nothing except their night 
gurucnis. Their countenances and bodies were 
horribly cut and bruised from contact with the 
wreckage, and by belug tossed and beaten ou the 
rocks. The bogies of Mrs. Balyea, Miss AtkKin- 
son, Kellogg and Batcheider were brought ere, 
and were sent to Boston to-day. 

Purser Spaniding gives the fuliowing story ot 
the wreck: “When tbe yessel first struck on the 
ledge lrusied on deck and met First Officer Ful- 
ier.

BROKE JAIL. 


Two Prisoners at Belleville Dig their Way 

, to Freedom. 

Wm. Allen and James Donovan broke jail at 
Bellewille some time last night,.and though the 
Sheriff and his deputies and all the Belleville po- 
lice commenced working on the case as soon as 
their absence was discovered, no clue had been 
obtalned at noon which might lead to their re- 
arrest.

THE FRUITS OF sPECULATION, 

Just at present there is a great deal of 
speculating in wheat and corn. The “bears,”’ 
whoa month ago were wondering where 
their next margin would come from, are now 
going about with a jaunty air of assurance, 
They are making statements of the coo] 
thousands they have made by the turus in the 
market, and ascribing it to their own sagaci- 
ty. They are firm believers in what they 
call “legitimate speculation.” 

Yet, if there is one lesson written on the 
face of the whole business situation in this 
country, itis that speculation is 4 mistake. 
The country paid dearly for that mistake 
last year, andis paying dearly for it now. 
The decline in stocks was the reaction from 
fictitious values maintained by speculation. 
It cost us five hundred millions of dollars 
last year and ten thousand failures to find 
out that there was a difference between the 
fictitious values of stock gamblers and the 
real values fixed by the actual demands of 
business. Yet the lesson does not seem to 
have been fully learned. 

A few conspicuous illustrations throw a 
striking light on this general truth. Mr. 
GuIoN, of the well-known firm of WILLIAMS 
& Gvuion, fails for two miliions of dollars. 
Whatisthe matter? He lost the money 
speculating. Mr. BRoNSON, a lawyer, fails 
for nearly a million; he bas been speculating 
in stocks. Mr. DeLMONICO wanders out in- 
sane, to die of cold in the wilderness: he 
has been speculating in stocks. Mr. VIL- 
LARD was a success as a railroad-builder; 
he failed through speculating in stocks, The 
catalogue promises to be a long one, 

If the only sufferers were the gamblers; 
if the only losers were the men who win to- 
day and lose to-morrow, we might look on 
this speculation mania with indifference. 
But it has unsettled a!! vaiues, and disturbed 
all business. The fictitious quotations of 
stocks and grain and provisions, like the fic- 
titious quotations of pricésin our depreci- 
ated greenbacks, piace all business onan 
unsound foundation. Owners of fictitious 
property live beyond their means; railroads 
are built which stimulate all the industries 
of coal and iron. An artificial demand for 
goods and luxuries leads to the creation of 
industries and agencies of supply in which 
the capital of thousands is invested, and in 
which the labor of millions is engaged. 
When the fiction can no longer be wmain- 
tained, the crash comes, and all suffer. The 
merchant finds the loss on his stock eats up 
the profit of years of work; the mwanufact- 
urer finds his market gone and his invest- 
ment a loss; the millions of workmen find 
themselves out in the street; to live they 
yuust work, and there is no work for them to 
do. 

We are now reducing gambling values to 
their real value, just as we reduced war 
prices to a peace basis ten years ago, and 
greenback values to gold vaiues six years 
ago, When we returned to a specie basis 
there was every reason to hope that this 
country might resume its just and natural 
rate of growth. But the gambling spirit had 
taken root in our minds,andit has done as 
much harmin the past six years as the 
greenback inflation didin the same time, 
lt is to be hoped that the hard and costly 
lesson which we are now going through will! 
lessen the prevalence of this evil. It wil! 
cost the country a great deal to eradicate it; 
it may cost us one of our periodical ‘‘panics”’ 
before we are through with it. But it would 
be worth anything short of a panic if in the 
future the calculations of commerce aud 
manufactures, and the organization of our 
labor system, could be based not onjthe un- 
certain and treacherous values quoted in 
chartered gambling dens, but on the real 
and legitimate demands of the country. 


SCHOOLS AND SUHOOLS. 

Governor WALLER of Connecticut and 
Governor RoBINSON of Massachusetts think 
the country schools are not so good as they 
were thirty years ago. They evidently refer 
to that benighted age of pedagogy when the 
country schools were less like our modern 
city schools, and were run without the aid of 
school-book rings and a complicated ma- 
chinery of boards and red tape. 

In those days when the teacher was a 
teacher, and not one of the thousand inan- 
imate cast-iron wheels in a great watch fac- 
tory, the schools got along with about one- 
tenth of tne text-books and “branches” now 
required, and the consequence was that poor 
men’s sons, like CoLtuis P. HUNTINGTON, 
after three or four winters spent in such 
schools, left them at. twelve or fifteen years 
of age well fitted to become the leaders of 
their generation in great business enter- 
prises, or to become the most honored pro- 
fessional men or statesmen of their day. 
ABRAHAM LINCOLN, Horace GREELEY, 
and perhaps a very large majority 
of the most distinguished men now 
living in this country, were turned loose to 
shift for themselves at an early age, with 
only such training in “the three R’s” as 
could be had in theold country log school- 
house. 

How many of thelr peers can be found 
among the millions who have been stretched 
upon the Procrustean bed of modern city 
school instruction during the last thirty 
years? At least two-thirds of the children 
who have entered city schools have been 
compelled by poyerty to leave the “graded 
course’ midway; remembering, like Cassio. 
“amass of things but nothing distinctly,” 
except the torture; discouraged by the 
length of time they have been kept in prison 
learning nothing; divesied of all taste or 
aptitude for self-education ; victims of text- 


reason why the great majority of children 
who must quit school at twelve or fourteen 


should not Jeave well versed in arithmetic,’ 


good penmen, good readers and tolerably 
well read, 


other studies or exercises, would not inter- 
fere at all with a broader course for those 
who could remain in‘school long epovgh to 
take it, Itis better that those whe can af- 
ford it should wait for “the extras” than 
that the bulk of the children who cannos 
wait should be deprived of the essentials.

& Co,, and has, at the age of 45, become a moder- 
ately wealthy man. His father bas had nothing to 
do with his son's coal business, and has not even 
been accused wf it in the papers. 

When Oliver became “of age” he, too, was 
provided with capital by his father, and set out to 
paddle his own canoe. He choge the oil busi- 
ness, and, by good tact and industry, has worked 
his way up to be treasurer of the Standard Oil 
Company. His father has had nothing to do with 
oil, and Knows nothing of the affairs of the com- 
pany. .

tion, recently In session at the National Capital, 
had callea en the Home Judiciary Committee 
with a report, Col. Torrey was one of the repre- 
sentatives in the Convention of the Merchants’ 
Exchange of this city, the othera having 
been Messrs. George L. Wright, 
Secretarv of the Missis-ippl River 
Commission, and John R. Reavis, editor of the 
Spectator. The convention was held for the pur- 
pose of deallug with a matter whicn is of the 
greatest interest to business men. It was called 
by the leading merchants of the country, whe re- 
gugsted the various Exchanges,Chambers oft Com- 
ineree, Boards of Trade avd other commercial or- 


ganizations throughout the country to send one or 
more representatives toit. The purposes of the 
couvention were to frame a bankruptey 
law which would be agreeable or at ilvast satis- 
lactury tothe merchants of the country. Since 
September, 1878, the country bas been without a 
Dankruptey law. From 1887 to 1878 a bankruptey 
laW Was in existence which, at first satisfactory, 
gradually became abused until at length the abus- 


es grew intolerable aud imerchants everywhere 


clamored for ite repeal. Before the passage of 
Te law the bankruptcy act 
held goud, By tbat law, 
merehant became baukrupt, 
were placed Inthe hands of the courts, wh¥eh 
disposed uf them as they saw fit. This law was 
abused by court officials, who became rich 
through it, having avsolute control and disposi- 
tion Of Dankrupts’ property. The act of 1867 then 
becume a law. This was known as 
THE CREDITORS’ LAW. 
It placed the disposiiion of a bankrupt’s estate in 
the hands of his creditors, who, joining together, 
woula elect an assiguee, wud wouid 
divide the proceeds of the @xluye. 
Tue abuse of this law was in the 
union of a small knot of creditors,who would elect 
their own assignee, select lawyers to assist the 
assignee, and often in addition to tuese ufficers 
chose an actuary. These men would settie on au 
estate and divide itup between tuemselves leay- 
ing other creditors out in the celd. The fees that 
went to the assignee, lawyers and ucturay were 
enormous, an in this was wwe great- 
est wbuse of the law. Merchants who 
lailed™ to reeeive anything at all from a 
binkrupt debior’s estute declare! they wouid 
rather have wo law than that of 1867, aud in an- 
swer to an almost uulversal appeal Cougress re- 
peaied the law.

into » Steam Fire-Enginc. 
From (N. J.) Guardian. 


Mr. W. Havens of this city has a curious 
Inveution which is described as the Van 
Duzen patent steam jet pump, with Haven’s 
patent application of the same to locomo- 
tives for fire converting any lo- 
comotive supp with itinto a steam fire- 
cueing, for the extinguishment of fire on 
trains, bridges, or in any building within 
reasonable distance of the hose on the line 
of the railroad track, such as lumber piles, 
snow or other sheds. This cheap and siniple 
appliance, patented in March last by W. H. 

avens of this city,after having been satis- 
factorily tested fur some months past on 
the Erie and Lehigh Valley Roads, has 
just now been placed on a_ switching 
engine of the New York,. Susquehanna and 
Western Railroad in this “g It may, in 
case of need, in one minute Dring to bear a 
powerful stream of water on the passenger, 
freight, or engine house, or on any of the 
wooden bulidings, fences, etc., that closely 
line the cut, or on the collection of cars 
standing on the track, The appliance con- 
sists of a small brass chamber placed within 
the tank, so connected that ali parts and 
pipes are free from liability to freeze. It has 
no valves or loose parts, it needs no care, 


gives no trouble, and, it is claimed, cannot 
get out of order, however long unused. The 
only requiremeatin working-the appliance 


is to run out the hose (ready connected) and 
turn on the steam from the vaive at the en- 


gineer’s hand, when the action is instant and" 


positive, throwing the water from the ten- 
der-tank, filling a two-inch hose, sending the 
water in a steady, solid stream rapidly 
through a five-eighths nozzle sixty to seventy 
feet horizontally and thirty to forty feet 


high. 

From its cheapness and _ simplicity, 
freedom from care and troubie, and 
the frequeat chances occurring when 
it might render valuable service, it 
is judged that the device will become pop- 
ular and be freely adopted by the railroads 
when its merits are understood, It has the 
cordial indorsement of H. G. Brooks, presi- 
dent of the Brooks Locomotive Works and 
furmerly superintendent of motive power ou 
the Erie, whose experience and knowledge 
of the requirements for railroad equipments 
are not surpassed.

“The return to drapery in drop curtains,” sald 
Mr. Thomas C. Noxon, of the art firm of Noxon, 
Albert & Toomey, employed atthe Grand Opera 
House and Olympic, is a return to the old style. 
Drapery Was very common twenty-five or thirty 
years ago. Now very few curtains are painted in 
any other way; and, while some artists adhere to 
simple combinations of rich materials. without 
any suggesiion of hfe in the composition, 
Lhe most popular and the prettiest curtains are 
those which present views or figures in which 
there is a suggestion of animatio’.’’ 

Tne uew curtain at the grand Opera House 
which was painted by Messrs. Noxon, Albert & 
Toomey is an example of the latter work. It isa 
composition presenting a profusion of rich dra- 
pery.warm in color and minutely perfect ta tech- 
bique, drawu back and louped upat the side, so 
as lo reveal a bright Fiorentine picture with a 
pair of lovers in the foreground, moving toward 
the polished marble steps that fillthe lower por- 
tion of the view. No handsomer curtain hangs in 
any theater in this country. 

does a new drop curtain 
the Post-DISPATCH reporter asked, 

“A bout $500 or $600," was Mr. Noxon’s reply. 

“And how long does it take to paint one? 

“Ali the way trom two or three days to five or 
six weeks. I paintedadrop for Tovtle’s Opera 
House, Sedalia, some years ago, in two and one- 
bali days and got §500 for it,but an artist now sel- 
dom turus out a piece of work of this Kiud In less 
than three weeks. He can put inp that much time 
on it with a ureat deal of profit.” 

“What will it cost to stock a new theater with 
scenery?” 

“From $2,000 to $3.500.”” 

*Aud tiat will iuciude how many sets?” 

*'Tuirty-five. Euough for puiting on any legiti- 
mate piece.” 

* How iong does it take to get up special- scen- 
ery, say for a play like ‘Lhe Silver King’?” 

*That piece could be gotten up tn two weeks. 
A furinigbt’s notice is all we require to paint the 
scenery for any piece requiring sets that the thea- 
ter has notin stock. In all such cases smail mod- 
els are forwarded to us to work from. These 
modeis are complete reproductions in miniature 
of the original scenes.” 

‘There isn’t much work of this kind required 
of the artist uowadayvs?”’ 

“No, pot much; because many companies are 
now carrying their own scenery. Those playing 
melodrama inyariably bring their own scenes 
with them.” 

Mr. Noxon stands in the front rank of curtain 
and scene painters, and for special features like 
Mardi Gras and Veilea Prophet eants, is 
recognized throughout the Mississippi Valley as 
the must Competent Man in the profession, 

Mr. Ernest Albert isa finished artist in the 
painting of interiors, and bas dispiayea great 
Originality tp designing and executing curtains, 
He is particularily happy in reproduclug draperies 
with a faultiessness of technique that Challenges 
wouder aad admiration. 

The other firsi-ciass curtain painters of the 
country do not number Mure tuan a half-dozen. 
Ali enjoy nation«l reputations, and their services 
are in demand trom one eudot the couatry to the 
other, 

-hussell Smith,formerly of the;Academy of Music, 
Puiladelpbla, Wakes a SvvCiaity Of landscapes. 
Voeguin, who went irom New Yurk to Ualifurvia, 
where De was recently io€ated, aise takes to lund- 
scapes, bui is an admirabie figure painter, and 
will be at the top of the beap again should there 
be a revival of this style of curtains, Phil Guat- 
cher, furinerly of Cincinnati, but now in New 
York, paints very pretiy satin drops with meduall- 
ioncenters.
